DEATH OF MR. STUART 


Alexander Tait Stuart, former superint 
of the Washington schools, and continuo. 
the service of the local school system f Ms 
four years, passed away quietly at his 
ton home on September 5. In his long 
the schools of his native city, Mr. 
deared himself alike to his associates 
many students who came in contact 
He was born in Washington, August 2 18 
and got his elementary education in the a 
schools, before the first high school was or eat 
zed here. He continued his studies in hao 
and received the Ph.B. degree from Collmbige 
(now George Washington) University, in 1869, 
from which he received also an honorary A M. 
degree in 1904. pee 

Mr. Stuart started his professional career as 
“acting teacher of the male intermediate school 
First Division, Franklin Building,” in September, 
1870. His superior ability early became recog. 
nized, and in 1878 he was made supervising prin- 
cipal of the third or eastern division of the school 
system, with headquarters at the Wallach School, 
In 1900 he was appointed Superintendent of 
Schools as successor to William B. Powell, and 
filled that position until 1906, when he retired 
at his own request to the post of Director of 
Intermediate Instruction. In January, 1908, on 
the departure of Superintendent Chancellor, he 
yielded to the urging of the school board and 
friends and again took the headship of the 
schools, retiring once more to the subordinate

DR. ECKELS DIES 

Dr. William A, Eckels, for eight years a teacher 
of Latin at Central, died at his Washington home 
on October 30, after a month’s illness. Dr. Eckels 
was born in Cumberland County, Pa., and received 
his early education there and in Maryland. He 
graduated from Dickinson College in 1883, and 
Some time later pursued advanced studies at Johns 
Hopkins University, which awarded him the 
Ph.D. degree in 1898, He was for a number of 
years a teacher of Greek and Latin in the college 
field, at Miami University and then at Lafayette 
College. He came to Washington eleven years 
ago, and taught at Western High School for three 
years before his transfer to Central. His genial 
manner, unfailing courtesy, and devotion to his 
pupils and his work, in which he was an accom- 
plished scholar, made him a popular member of 
the faculty. He is survived by his wife and by 
two children who are both Centralites—Mark W. 
Eckels, ’22, now at Oberlin College, and Jean 
Eckels, now attending Central.

Memorial Services were held recently at the 
school for three of Central’s faculty who have 
died in the last few months, Miss Margaret 
Brewer, Miss Denise Roach and Dr. Eckels.

Our joy was unconfined each time the 
ear trumpet was lost and found and with such 
ease that secretly we wondered about our hand- 
kerchief which seemed to have disappeared from 
our lap. We nursed a real sympathy for Jimmie 
and even though we didn’t know how he was 
going to get away we hoped he would and when 
he dashed back for his Mary we could hardly 
restrain a “Bravo.” None of the cast found it 
hard to assume a natural pose; there was no 
hogging of the center of the stage; no missed 
ques, a blessing if there ever was one; and no 
hesitating as to what came next, the stumbling 
block of most high school productions. 

The cast, different from former casts, seem- 
ingly was not dominated by one particular bright 
characterization. Each one seemed to take his 
task to heart and play it as if he were merely 
telling some story. One rarely finds that and it is 
a decided relief. The cast was uniformly excel- 
lent and if a vote of those present could be taken 
it would mean, if such a thing were possible, a 
medal to each of the cast, for surely no body of 
students ever deserved more a separate individual 
award than did the cast as presented in “Stop 
Thief” on Alumni Night. 

All this of course is directly due to Miss Sybil 
Baker and her excellent staff of assistants. We
